DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-25 are currently pending in the instant application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly claimed 
compounds of Formula (I) are novel and non-obvious over the prior art because of the 
combination of substituents D and X and the second carbonyl group between the two nitrogen 
atoms. The closest prior art is U.S. Patent no. 6,906,063. This reference does not encompass the 
scope of the instant application, which includes the aforementioned novelty. This reference lacks 
identical or obvious substituents at the aforementioned positions. A person of ordinary skill in 
the art would not have expected that making these structural modifications would retain identical 
activity as disclosed in the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
